“PAY ROLLING ALONG” 


Accounting Department Issues About 135,000 Wage Checks Each Month 


HAE you ever wondered just how 
you and the other sixty-four thou- 
sand Paeific Lines men and women 
receive your pay checks right on time 
twice each month? The huge operation 
of paying SP employes, we will all be 
quick to agree, is an important one, and 
it is as involved as it is important, for 
many different steps are required to get 
the right pay check to the right employe. 


The number of calculations and steps 
vary, according to the way earnings are 
determined by railroad occupation— 
hourly, daily, by the month, by units of 
work done, or by a combination of these 
methods. The Auditor of Pay Roll Ac- 
counts, under the direction of the Gen- 
eral Auditor, controls all the procedures 
followed in’ the preparation and audit of 
the Company’s pay rolls. He has. a 
traveling force which ‘is - continually 
working with those handling timekeep- 
4ng.and. pay roll matters, insuring that 
each employe is properly and promptly 
compensated for services ‘performed. 


The .following -briefly < outlines the 
principal steps involved in getting a ‘pay 
“ check ‘to ‘an eniploye who ‘works in’ the 
Motive-Power or Car ‘Department, most 
of which employes are paid by the hour. 
‘ Before such -an ‘employe’ receives his 
‘time ‘card it has: been punched to indi- 
eate chis -name,.identification number, 
-ocetipation; ‘regular assignment ‘and rate 
- of pay. The punching is ‘done ‘on’ Inter- 
national Business ‘Machines. .: These “are 
“nstalled “at “San “Francisco, Sacramento, 
="Los “Angeles, “El-Paso, “Portland and 
‘Ogden, where :Machine ::Bureats -have 
‘been’: established “to ‘insure that: :pay 
checks :reach ‘eniployes :promptly. 


“When: the: employe’-signs out -at’ the 
nd ‘of each day’s ‘work ‘period, ‘his time 


card is approved by his foreman and 
passed to the timekeeper, who reviews 
it and determines the time allowance to 
be made. Then his daily cards are sent 
to one of the aforementioned Machine 


Bureaus, according to the territory in. 


which the employe works. The cards are 
zun through a- machine which auto- 
matically computes and punches the 
daily earnings from information already 
punched in the cards. 


Information Punched 

Alter all the daily time cards for a 
pay period have been received and daily 
earnings have been punched in them, 
they are automatically sorted so that 
each employe’s cards are together. Then, 
in a series of steps, the cards are put 
through machines which compute the 
total earnings and the deductions for 
income tax, hospital dues, savings bonds, 
insurance, etc., until finally all the in- 
formation is punched in a summary 
card, one for each employe. This card 


Most pay roll information is compited by international Business “Machines, 
in SF General Office, which not only print pay rolls but checks too. 


is run through a machine, which, fror 
the information contained on the card, 
prints individual pay checks and state- 
ments at the rate of 1,020 per hour, 
showing what deductions were made 
from each employe’s earnings. As an 
extra precaution each check is compared 
with the pay roll to make sure the 
amount printed is correct. 

The bundles of cheeks and pay rolls 
are now sent to the Pay Check Bureau 
in the SP Treasury Department in the 
General Office or to a similar bureau in 
the Division Superintendents’ offices, 
where the checks are run through a 
check signer, to be countersigned by 
facsimile signature of the Paymaster, or 
other delegated representative who acts 
for the Local Treasurer. The machine 
in the Treasury Department signs about 
3500 pay checks in an -hour,

the final steps in balancing the pay roll 
against the Company ‘books, 


each pay check number on a transmittal 
envelope, in wwhich checks will be for- 
warded for delivery. It is important that 
the pay check number be stamped on the 
proper envelope, or some checks might 
be sent to the wrong location. There are 
900 points over the system to which pay 
checks are forwarded to employes each 
pay day. 

We've got the checks out to the em- 
ployes. Now we'll see what happens to 
them after they’re cashed. 

Banks receiving SP pay checks for- 
ward them to the San Francisco Clear- 
ing House for collection from the Com- 
pany. Each morning a representative of 
the SP Treasury Department picks up 
all the pay checks received. The Com- 
pany then credits the Clearing House 
with the amount of the checks, and the 
Clearing House settles with the banks, 


Cashed Cheeks Return 


The Treasury Department now has 
the employes’ cashed checks which are 
compared with the bank listings to in- 
sure correctness of amounts claimed by 
the banks, Each check is examined to 
see that it is properly endorsed and that 
no irregularities exist, then it is listed 
on an abstract of payments, according to 
the pay roll and the month covered. 

All cash papers received during the 
day, including pay checks, representing 
the total amount of money paid out, are 
then forwarded to the Auditor of Mis- 
cellaneous Accounts, where the checks 
are verified and recorded. In order to 
facilitate handling and balancing of the 


approximately 135,000 pay checks han-. 


dled monthly, checks are segregated by 
groups and months. 


Time cards are automatically sorted by 
these machines (top), speeding up 
Preparation of pay checks. When in- 
formation on cards is complete they 
are run through a machine (right) 
which automatically prints pay checks 
at the rate of 1,020 per hour, Printed 
pay checks are then compared with 
pay rolls (center, right) to insure that 
all figures are accurate, Finally, ‘the 
checks are placed In transmittal enve- 
lopes for distribution (bottom, right). 


After totaling by adding machine 
operators, pay roll checks are put in 
strict numerical order, by months of 
issue, so that pay check accounts can be 
balanced. The checks are then filed until 
destroyed, according to regulations is- 
sued by the ICC. 


Some employes, for one reason or an- 
other, hold their pay checks for several 
months before cashing them, and the 
work involved in recording these checks 
is much greater than if they were cashed 
immediately. From the standpoint of 
both the Company and the employe, it is 
best to cash checks when received. If he 
holds it too Jong, an employe might lose 
his check or have it stolen. When this 
occurs there could he considerable de- 
lay before another check is issued. 


Because of the many steps involved, 
and as the work must be performed in 
a very short time, all of the many people 
taking part in pay roll work are con- 
stantly on the alert to prevent delay in 
getting the pay checks out to the em- 
ployes. The employe can prevent in- 
terruption of this work by making sure 
his time record is promptly and cor- 
rectly prepared.

SHIPMENTS ARE 


Protection, ‘Merchandise and ‘Sta- 
tian: Service -Department-is -making 
strides in’ combatting involves ‘over and 
short freight shipments. : Through the 
fault of shippers or the railroad, freight 
station personne! occasionally find in un- 
loading a car that it carries freight not 
consigned .to ‘them, or is ‘short ‘freight 
listed as having heen loaded for them at 
the originating point. 

Nothing ‘is more exasperating to .a 
shipper than .to discover that a portion 


or.all of his shipment has gone, astray. 
‘Merchants who do not -maintain large 
stocks :and-depend upon rapid railroad 
transportation to replenish their shelves, 
can suffer -loss.of “profit as well as em- 
harrassment when their shipments are 
misdirected. A contractor relying upon 
rapid delivery of a replacement part for 
a piece -of construction equipment can 
suffer‘hardship and monetary loss when 
the needed item has gone astray in 
transit. 

‘Of -several reasons why an entire 
shipment or a portion of it might be mis- 


directed, improper marking is one-which 
occurs frequently. Often the shipper will 
mismark-or-impropetly tag a ‘shipment, 
or he -will neglect 16 ‘block out ‘previous 
markings on /a container.

OR the four months-ended April 30, 

1951, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem amounted to $205,703,201, or $43,-

During the same period, Railway 
Operating Expenses were $157,487,769, 
or $26,180,774 more than expenses for 
the same 1950 period. 

Railway tax accruals, including $5,- 
974,881 for unemployment insurance 
and Company's proportion of cmploye 
retirement taxes, totaled $25,725,404, or

$10,128,562 more than such accruals for 
the same period of 1950. After deduct- 
ing taxes and $6,138,898 of net rents for 
use of equipment and joint facilities, 
there was left Net Railway. Operating 
Inceme of $16,351,130, or . $7,508,548 
more than Net Railway Operating In- 
come for the same period of 1950. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the pub- 
lic, and other fixed charges, before final 
Net Income is determined. For the four 
months:ended April 30, final result was 
a Net Income of $13,452,667. This was 
$6,181,972 more than the net earnings 
for the same period of 1950. 


Turbine Locomotive 
In SP Test Operation 


A 4,500 horsepower experimental gas 
turbine locomotive has been placed 
in test operation by SP during the past 
month, being used on trial runs in 
freight service between Roseville and 
Bakersfield and between Roseville and 
Watsonville Junction.

HOW’S YOUR LUGGAGE? 


With vacation trips just around the 
corner of the calendar, how about doing 
a little luggage inspection? Here are 4 
tips worth keeping in mind. 

I. If fabric lining of a suitease is 
soiled, whip up a thick, dry soapsuds, 
and scrub the fabric—a small surface at 
a time, rinsing with a cloth wrung out 
of clear water, then rubbing fabric dry. 
If dining is of plastic, wipe it with a 
damp, sudsy cloth. And if-the lining is 
beyond ‘home fixing, ‘have’ the. suitcase 
relined at a luggage-shop. 

2, Go over outside of luggage with 
dampened cheesecloth, then polish with 
a dry cloth. Apply saddle soap or neat’s- 
foot oil to black or tan cowhide; . rub 
neutral shoe cream into calfskin, lizard, 
pin seal or patent Jeather. Rub vigor- 
ously.. Wash imitation leather with a 
cloth wrung out of clear -water;. wipe 
with a.dry cloth. 


3. Paste down scuffs on leather bind- 
ings, using library paste.

The highway 
will be changed to skirt the open pit 
and the drainage from the canyon on 
whose slopes Bisbee is built will be 
routed beside the highway in a concrete 
flume.
